Bill Odom was the last to turn 
the trick in the Reynolds Bomb 
Shell. 
Previously Odom and Milton 
Reynolds, fountain pen rn a in­ 
nate, accomplished the f e a t . 
Some years before their flight, 
Howard Hughes made a simi­ 
lar flight. 
The Lucky L ady’s crew m e n 
were fatigued but in good physi­ 
cal condition at the end of their 
gruelling ordeal. 
Two tankers were used in each 
refueling. The gasoline transfers 
were m ade over the Azores, Sau­ 
di Arabia, the Philippine Islands 
and the H aw aiian Islands.

The immediate incident died of its own 
weight; surrounding circumstances were 
ridiculous and public opinion made itself 
quickly felt. In a few days the two prison­ 
ers were-xuxiveniently dis m i s s e d . The 
newspapermen went back to their t v p e- 
writers. proud of a public service and 
proud of behaving according to tl^e best 
tradition and practice of an honorable pro­ 
fession. 
Sources of news of this provocative nat- • 
ure, gathered under promise of privacy, j 
are inviolate. The relationship is strictly i 
confidential. 
Anv newsman worth a tinker's dam 
* 
I 
would defy judge or jury trying to delve 
unreasonably behind the published w o r d . 
Gathering news is a public trust, not to be 
inhibited by heel-snapping inquiry or short­ 
sighted controls. The newspaperman who 
refuses to knuckle down to a contempt sen­ 
tence, and instead goes to jail by rule that 
needs no consultation, acts correctly both 
by instinct and reason. 
An important function of the press al­ 
ways has been its careful watch on the hon­ 
esty and vigilance of public officials. The 
tradition and purpose of this functit^i is to 
disclose, not conceal. Many newspapermen 
have risked their lives by courageously ex­ 
posing graft, corruption, laxity a n d col­ 
lusion, in defiance of threats. 
Yet there sometimes has to be some con­ 
cealment in the process of expos u r e . It 


the vulgarities of privacy are distressing in 
public. The four-letter words are known to 
small boys, but mothers wash their mouths 
with soap when they are used before com­ 
pany. It is no more hypocrisy to be polite 
than it is to clothe our nakedness. 
While some will say praisingly of those 
who are drunk with power that they are 
“regular fellows" and “common as hell,” 
one would expect from those chosen to lead 
at least the decencies of their own house­ 
hold. Shall we turn the radio off, lest some 
politician bring into our homes the com­ 
monplaces of the district clubhouse? Per­ 
haps before long a speech on the State of 
the Union will be introduced with a laugh- 
stimulator of the variety t h a t traveling 
I salesmen peddle in smoking cars. It may 
be in the spirit of the times, but that has 
never justified anything. 
Certainly the man sounds natural, but 
nations have been at their best when their 
morals were high, when the language of 
leadership was decent. Winston Church i 11 
spoke of sweat and blood and tears; yet he 
might have descended to the “natural” and 
used the language of the barnyard. It is 
doubtful whether such a retreat from re­ 
finement would have inspired a nation to 
its greatest sacrifices. 
Nor is the threat of dictator s h i p and 
traveling about the country a fine resort to 
debate and discussion. Rather we seem to 
have become lost in a morass of juvenil­ 
ity. Perhaps the day will yet come when 
men in high places will blacken their faces 
and redden their lips and provide minstrel 
shows, with themselves as the princi p a I 
actors, to prove that they are regular fel­ 
lows and can dance a jig. 
In consideration of good manners, t h e 
particular issue which evokes vulgarity is 
of no significance. For the truth will prove 
itself and it is never necessary to answer 
an argument with an invalidation of the 
chastity of anyone's mother. Nor are o u r 
beloved pets to be insulted gratuitously by | 
ill-considered comparisons with s o rn e of 
the human race. There was a time when 
men were prideful of their families a n d 
names, when such a reference brought only 
one retort, and that is another reason why

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often happens that the sources, as well as those who cannot be answered, because of 
the newsmen, are potential targets of re­ 
prisals by criminals, shady-dealing politic­ 
ians or others whose misdeeds have been 
revealed. 
Unfortunately, news sources do not have 
one advantage held by the press—no un­ 
fair critic ever won an argument with a 
newspaper. 
As the principal watchdog in America's 
house of freedom, the press reserves the 
right to bark at anybody. And unfair crit­ 
ics who call it to heel can expect to get 
bitten. 
Hence the standard newspaper rule of 
refusing to disclose news sources w h e n 
necessity or prudence dictates. 
There is nothing dishonest in refusing to 
reveal news sources. The job of the news­ 
paper is to report facts and conditions— 
whatever they are, It is not its function to 
arrest, bring to trial or prosecute. 
That was the situation in the New York 
case. It was not the job of the newsmen to 
point out to the police where they purchas­ 
ed lottery tickets.
